ofien thougut caat few People have a clear 
and diftinet Notion of Tyranny. This Thought 
of yours may be right, for it is almoit Fitry 
Years fince Tyranny was banifhed ou: of this 
Ki-gcom, and Liberty, with Juftice, firmly 
fettled. Iam forry for your paft Lamentations, 
and defire for the furure, you will be fo kind to 
yourfelt, as to ceafe lamenting at Calamitics that 
vau do not feel, nor other Men underftand. 
Whenever Oppreffion lies heavy upon any Peo- 
ple, certainly ghey will be fenfible of the Bur- 
then ; Wighrer denies it, mult be void of 
Truth or Sghfe : The generous and gallant No- 


bility, Geptry, and Commonalty of this King- 
dom, wiff never be wanting in their Endeavours 


to fuppoft, with their Fortunes ‘and Lives, the 
Privileges belonging to them ; and alfo the in- 
violable Rights ot the King eftablifhed by Law 
and Defcent now reigning over them, who 1s 
jul and merciful in all his Aétions. Bur, Sir, 
do not altogether rely upon my Opinion in this 
Marter, take the Advice of Men mature in Judg- 
ment, if any fuch you are acquainted with, which 
of us cenceives beit upon this Occafion. You 
think it is amazing to imagine thar any Man can 
he fo heavily loaded, as hardly to be able to ftir, 
and yet not know he has any thing upon his 
Back! Though this Pefition of yours feems 
ttrange, I know it to be true, but only applicable 
to Papifts: Why do you give yourfelf the 
Trouble to lay down Rules for infenfible Crea- 
tures ? Being infenfible, they can receive no Be- 
nefit by them, be your Ruies ever fo good. If 
you comprife in the Number of your infenfible 
Creatures, the People of the Churches eftaalifhe 4 
by Law in Sewth and North Britain, und the Pro- 
teftant Difetiters, you have icandaliz'd the Lri- 
ti) Nation more than any Writer ever prefuin'd 
to attempt, Your Alteration of the great Mr. 
Locke’s Definition of Tyranny, is trifling ; that 
admir'd Author’s Works may be read and ad- 
mired by Men of fimall Capacities, but fiich 
Readers are guilty of great Prefumption when 
they take the Liberty of changing his Words. 
He fays Tyranny is the Exercife ot Power be- 
yend Kight : You, Sir, alter it to the Exercile 
of Power without Right, to the Prejudice of 
fome Perfon, &c. By this you difcover the Rea- 
fon why you would leave our the Word beyond, 
that is in Mr Locke's Definition of Tyranny, 
and fubfticute awithowt in its Place, to make it 
ferve yonr own trealonable Purpofes of fubvert- 
ing his Majetty’s Title, to fet up that of a Pre- 
tender, datly renounced and abjured. The laft 
Part of the frit Paragraph in your Letter con- 
tains Ob{ervations, taken from Mr. Locke ; from 
them you draw Ioferences for the Second, which 
I delign biieAy to obférve upon. 


A Perfon pofiefled of the Supreme Power in 
a State, may be Tyrannical, if he deprives his 
Subjects of their Lives, Liberties, or Eftates, 
contrary to eftablifhed Laws and Cuftoms: But 
it is ridiculoufly abfurd to fay a Conffalle may 
not be leis likely to be a Tyrant, than a Sultan: 
A Conftable executes Precepts direéted to him 
by a fuperior Magiftrate ; he may detain a Per. 
fon for breaking the Peace, or ftop any one he 
fufpe ts to have committed Robbery or Murder ; 
but his Power is fo confin’d, that he can neither 
difcharge ror commit but for a few Hours, by 
his proper Authority: Thre defpotick Power of 
the Suitans is to well known, there can be no 
Pretence for my fetting it forth. Your Effence of 
Tyranny, as you have made it up, will never go

off, tut lie updh hand till fpoil’d ; tho’ I believe 
your Intention was, by: giving fome Dozes of 
this your famous Medicine to the Nation, to 
create an Averfion and Hatred in the Good Peo- 
pie of this Land, againft all Minilters of State 
and Magiftrates, not excepting even your Friends 
the Con ftables. 

You begin the Third atid laft Paragraph fo 
gueerly, that on reading it I thought on an Afs 
chewing Thiftles, which Imagination I could 
fcarce properly get clear of: If the People of 
this Kingdom were really oppreiled, they cer- 
tainly would petition for Redrefs; and, from fo 
fod and gracious a King as now reigns, could 
not fail ef cbtaini ig thir Requetts; becaute his 
Maiefty is not given up to Plealure, has no 
Averfion to Bufinets, has a great Underitanding, 
and peifect Knowledge therein: You mutt 
fearch for an indolent, and unapt Prince, that 
connives at the liesnticus Cruelty of his Mini- 
fters, and Sufferings of his People, in the re- 
moie Parts of Ewrope, in Afia, or Africa. Lam 
very certain you will never find fuch a Prince, 
and fuch Minifters as you defcribe, in Great 
Britain: Burt, Sir, you deceive yourfelf moft 
abominably in aflerting, That if a Prince con- 
nives at fome Pilferings or Extortions of his Mi- 
nifters, the Sufferings of the People may be as 
great as thofe of the Romans under Nero! Tinat 
Kmperor murdered his neareft Relations, his belt 
Inftructors, his greareft Generals ; {pile the moft 
noble Biood in Rome, perfecuted the Chriftians 
by Torments and Death, ani confimed by Fire 
the City of Rome; Surely thefe Calamities were 
far more grievous to endure, than little Pilfer- 
ings of Minifters. As you have been guilty of 
much Rafhnefs in your Letter, ler me tell you 
there are Degrecs of Rafhnefs, as well as of 
Tyranny ; for the Rafhnefs you have committed, 
which is of the worit Sort, I leave you to find 
out a proper Alleviation. Your Choice of re- 
ceiving Birth, rather under an ettablifhed Ty- 
ranny. than in a Free Government and live to 
fee it altered, cannot be approv'd : Certainly it 
is an Honour for a Man to be born Free ; more- 
over, if a Free People fhould be fo unfortunate 
to have their Liberties invaded, rliey would, in 
all Probability, take cfteétual Methods to recover 
what they had been deprived of unlawfully ; 
witnels the Rewclut'on in Lxeland, and the Change 
in Government that happened in Saveden after the 
Death of Charles X1i. Whereas we know that 
in thofe Countries where Abfolure Monarchy 
has been long eftablithed, the People live con- 
tented with their Condition, and never think of 
endeavouring to procure any Alteration. You 
are pleafed to make known to us, that if it 
was your State to be a Slave, it would be fome 
Contolation to you, to be domineer’d over by 
Wife, tho’ Wicked Men. I cannot apprehend 
how a restonabie Perfon can receive Confolation 
when he is domineer’d over by wicked Men, in 
any other manner, than by believing and come 
forting bimfclf with the ‘Thoughts that good 
Men would not ufe him in that Manner: A 
wicked Man may have great Abilities ; a wile 
Man may fall into l'emptations, and thereby be 
guilty of finning ; yet I think it is improper ro 
call Wicked Men Wife ; becaufe the greatett 
Wiftom confifts in doing good, and avoiding 
Wickedhnefs : For my own Part, I fhall never 
believe any Man Wife nor Good that would 
domincer over another, that has the Misfcrtune 
of faliing under his Power. By the Conclufion 
of your Letter, 1 am obliged to fuppofe you 
have been a Slave in Barbary, and know how the 
Vile and contemptible Afoows ufe their Chrifiian 
Prifoners: You cannot name a Set of Men in 
any Part of Europe, now in Power, that refemble 
the Characters you draw.

L ETTERS from Petersburg fay, that mof 
4 the Voluntiers‘of Diitin¢tion who are», 
turn’d thither from the Ruffian Army un 
General Munich, have been pretented by 4, 
Czarina with a Gold Medal, which has her yy 
jetty’s Ethgy on one Side, and on the Rever(. 
the Storming of Oczakow ; and morcover the 
have been given to underftand, that if any of 
them have a Mind to engage in the Seryj 
her Majefty will give them honourable Cog, 
miffions, in Confideration of their gallant Behy, 
viour in the laft Campaign. According to aLig 
that is publifh’d of the Army, as it now ft 
there wants but 24000 Recruits ; yet the Reg, 
lution ftill continues of augmenting it to 18o99q 
Men; and they already talk of befieging Che. 
zim or Bender next Campaign, in cafe that, 
Peace be not concluded this Winter with th 
Ottoman Porte. Count Munich continues in the 
Ukraine, viewing the Lines, and taking th 
neceflary Precautions againft any Invafion from 
Little ‘Tartary. 

We are aflured by other Advices from Peter. 
burg, that the New Grand Vizier aétually 
the Siege of Oczikow in October lat, with ay 
Army of 60,000 Turks, and 20,000 Tartars, 

"Tis added alfo, that the Divan has accepted 
of the Mediation offered byFrance, upon certain 
Conditions 

They write from Vienna, that the Prince d& 
Lobkowitz, who commands the Imperial Troop, 
in Tranfilvania, atrack’d the Turks that were ad. 
vanc’d upon the Frontiers of that Province, and 
drove them from an advantagious Poft which 
they had taken on a Mountain ; fo that after 
having loft about goo Men, they were oblig'd to 
quit the Neighbourhood of Orfova, and abandon 
the Defign which they feem'd to have form'd of 
befieging that Place: 

They add from Tranfilvania, that Colon 
Salhaufen, who fo bafely abandon‘d the Pott of 
Crajova, retir’d for Shelter from the Punifhment 
due to his Cowardile, into a Convent of Fran. 
cifcans, but that he was taken thence by Force 
in order to be tried. 

That General Doxat, who is under an ArreR 
at Relgrade, has fent a Memoral to Court, where- 
in he declares, that the Want of all Neceflaries 
oblig’d him to furrender Niffa, with Confent of 
the whole Garifon. 

The Proteftant Magiftrates and Clergy of the 
Principality of Sultzbach, have wrote a Letter 
to the Proteftant Body at the Dyet of Ratisboa, 
wherein they fet forth, * That notwithttanding 
their many repeated Complaints of Grievances 
in the Article of Religion, they could nevet 
obtain Redrefs, tho’ the Prejudice they fuffer 
thereby extends not only to Ecclefiaftical, but 
to Civil Affairs: That if Things are to remain 
in this melancholy Situation, ‘tis to be fear'd 
the Proteftant Religion will foon be quite 
abolifhed in the Country of Sultzbach ; and 
therefore they defire the Proteftant Body to 
* apply once more for a Remedy.” The fad 
Body has, on this Occafion, ‘wrote a Letrer f 
the Emperor, wherein they intreat his Imperial 
Majetty to caufe due Juftice to be done to the 
faid Proteftants, according to the Conftitutionsot 
the Empire, the Treaty of Weftphalia, and the 
Religious Conventions fign’d at Nuremberg. 

’ Tis advis’d from Italy, that Cardinal Zondo- 
dari diéd lately at Sienna, aged 72. 

Hague, December 10. N.S. Mr. Walpole re- 
turned hither laft Sunday Night from Breds, 
where he Jeft the Princefs Royal under inex- 
preffible Grief for the Death of the Queen, which 
he had firft apprized the Prince of, and his High- 
nefs communicated it to his Confort in the 
prudent and tender Manner.
